The  Military  Clerk,  Brigadier  General  Fred  A.  Groom,  will  continue 
in  office  and  has  been  commissioned.

Ma^Thed  Staff  Officers  will  be  appointed  and  their  names  will  be  found 
in  the  next  General  Order.

At  the  annual  session  of  The  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  held  in  Toronto, 
Canada,  the  Grand  Sire,  D.  D.  Monroe,  honored  me  by  re-appointment  as 
General  Commanding  of  the  Patriarchs  Militant.  While  I  take  no  per- 
sonal credit  for  the  very  fine  progress  of  the  Patriarchs  Militant  reported 
at  the  recent  meeting  of  the  General  Council,  yet  I  do  have  a  feeling  of 
pride  because  of  the  notable  advances  made  during  the  past  year.

SPECIAL  NEW  YEAR  PROCLAMATION 
While  every  branch  of  the  Order  is  probably  familiar  with  the  New 
Year  Proclamation  issued  by  the  Grand  Sire  may  I  draw  your  attention  to 
one  paragraph  printed  therein: 

Whereas:  The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge 
at  a  meeting  held  in  the  City  of  Baltimore  gave  detailed  consideration  to 
the  provisions  of  this  resolution  and  to  the  wishes  of  the  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  as  expressed  by  its  action  at  its  last  session.  It  was  agreed  by  the 
Committee  that  a  goal  of  one  dollar  per  member  for  each  subordinate 
lodge  member,  and  fifty  cents  per  member  for  each  member  of  the  Re- 
bekah,  Encampment,  and  Patriarch  Militant  branch  of  the  Order  be  set 
as  the  basis  for  the  establishment  of  the  proposed  fund,  and;  etc. 

The  above  paragraph  is  an  exact  quotation  and  it  is  an  obligation  de- 
volving upon  each  and  every  one  of  us  to  do  our  fair  share  in  the  re- 
habilitation of  Odd  Fellows  throughout  the  world.  Always  bear  in  mind 
our  obligations  as  citizens  to  our  nation,  our  state  and  our  community  and 
to  give  to  them  our  loyalty  in  thought,  word  and  deed  and  to  give  freely 
of  our  time,  labor  and  means. 

REPORTS

WILDEY  BIRTHDAY  PROCLAMATION 

To  All  Members  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows: 

The  15th  day  of  January,  1945,  will  mark  the  one  hundred  and  sixty- 
third  anniversary  of  the  birth  of  Thomas  Wildey,  founder  of  Odd  Fellow- 
ship on  the  North  American  Continent,  who  was  born  in  London  England, 
on  the  15th  day  of  January,  1782,  came  to  America  in  September,  1817, 
and  through  whose  efforts  our  Order  was  founded  on  April  19th,  1819. 
Thomas  Wildey  died  in  the  City  of  Baltimore,  Maryland,  October  19th, 
1861,  in  the  eightieth  year  of  his  life. 

To  Thomas  Wildey  has  been  given,  and  to  him  properly  belongs  all 
credit  for  the  establishment  in  our  organization  of  the  ideals  and  objec- 
tives upon  which  the  Order  was  founded,  and  for  the  structural  design 
which  has  enabled  it  to  withstand  the  ebb  and  flow  of  the  tides  of  emo- 
tion among  men  and  nations  for  more  than  a  century  and  a  quarter  of  time. 
He  laid  the  plan-he  formed  the  whole  design— he  lived  to  see  a  new 
creation  rise  up  around  him.  In  a  world  of  selfishness  he  created  a  so- 
ciety of  unselfishness,  based  upon  the  creed  of  a  belief  in  the  Fatherhood 
of  God,  the  Brotherhood  of  Man,  and  the  inter-dependence  of  man  upon 
man,  state  upon  state,  and  nation  upon  nation. 

Upon  the  first  convening  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  following  his 
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death  a  report  was  adopted  saying  of  him:  "To  the  world  at  large,  proud 
of  its  attainments  in  science  and  art,  and  absorbed  by  its  untiring  exer- 
tions after  wealth  and  distinction,  Past  Grand  Sire  Wildey  may  have  been 
a  plain  old  man;  unlettered,  untitled,  unpretending,  and  almost  unknown; 
but  to  his  children,  the  tens  of  thousands  of  Odd  Fellows  scattered  over  a 
vast  territory  covered  by  the  Jurisdiction  of  this  Grand  Lodge,  HE  WAS 
A  GREAT  AND  GOOD  MAN.  'Great,  not  like  Caesar  stained  with  blood* 
but  great  in  the  accomplishment  of  a  great  good,  in  the  building  up  of  one 
of  the  most  magnificent  charities  the  world  has  ever  known — practical, 
comprehensive,  and  far-reaching  in  its  influence;  having  its  foundations 
laid  in  the  best  feelings  of  the  heart." 

The  "tens  of  thousands"  of  his  children  of  those  days  have  now 
grown  to  millions.  Today  the  Great  Fraternity  which  came  about  through 
his  vision  and  determination  is  marching  forward  to  greater  strength  and 
greater  achievement,  and  faces  the  future  gloriously  confident  of  its  ability 
to  extend  throughout  the  world  those  ideals  which  all  mankind  must 
some  day  adopt  if  the  day  of  universal  peace,  happiness  and  understand- 
ing, through  a  realization  of  brotherhood,  is  ever  achieved. 

In  order,  therefore,  that  we  may  venerate  the  memory  of  him  to  whom 
we,  who  have  avowed  our  belief  in  the  virtues  he  so  graphically  illus- 
trated, are  so  deeply  indebted;  that  we  may  study  his  marvelous  life  and 
work;  that  we  may  renew  upon  the  altar  of  Odd  Fellowship  all  the  vows 
we  have  heretofore  taken,  I,  D.  D.  Monroe,  Grand  Sire  of  the  Independent 
Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  by  authority  vested  in  me  by  the  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge,  and  in  obedience  to  its  mandate,  do  hereby 

PROCLAIM 

Monday,  the  15th  day  of  January,  1945,  as  "Wildey  Day,"  and  re- 
quest and  direct  that  upon  said  date,  or  upon  a  day  as  near  thereto  as  may 
be  arranged,  all  members  of  this  Order  meet  in  our  respective  lodges  and 
by  appropriate  programs  and  exercises  pay  tribute  to  the  memory  of 
Thomas  Wildey,  reviewing  the  doctrines  and  obligations  of  the  Order 
which  he  founded,  planning  ways  and  means  for  the  better  exemplifica- 
tions of  those  obligations  in  the  present  day  world  and  the  world  of  to- 
morrow, and  discussing  and  doing  all  things,  proper  and  consistent  with 
the  laws  and  usages  of  the  Order,  which  will  enable  us  to  keep  his  life 
and  character  before  us,  to  the  end  that  our  lives  may  be  moulded  into 
greater  usefulness  and  the  goals  of  our  organization  more  clearly  defined 
and  established.

PROCLAMATION 

To  all  Grand  Masters,  Grand  Patriarchs,  Department  Commanders, 
Presidents  and  to  all  other  officers  and  members  of  all  branches  of  the 
Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows. 
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ODD  FELLOWS  WAR  CHEST 

Whereas:  At  the  last  session  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  a  recom- 
mendation of  the  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Order  was  unanimously 
adopted  re-enacting  the  action  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  at  its  1943 
session  authorizing  the  raising  of  a  fund  through  the  various  branches 
of  the  Order  on  the  continent  of  North  America,  for  the  purpose  of  estab- 
lishing Odd  Fellowship,  the  rehabilitation  of  Odd  Fellows  throughout  the 
world,  and  for  the  reestablishment  of  the  Order  in  war-torn  countries,  and 

Whereas:  The  action  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  at  its  1943  ses- 
sion is  as  follows: 

"Be  It  Resolved,  That  this  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  undertake  to  raise 
within  the  current  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  year,  through  the  various 
branches  of  the  Order,  on  the  Continent  of  North  America,  the  sum  of 
$250,000  to  be  designated  the  Odd  Fellows  Emergency  War  Relief  Fund 
for  the  purpose  of  establishing  Odd  Fellowship,  and  the  rehabilitation  of 
Odd  Fellows  throughout  the  world  under  the  Jurisdiction  of  the  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge.  That  the  fund  to  be  administered  by  the  Executive  Commit- 
tee of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge."  (Journal  1943,  Page  833),  and 

Whereas:  The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge 
at  a  meeting  held  in  the  City  of  Baltimore  gave  detailed  consideration  to 
the  provisions  of  this  resolution  and  to  the  wishes  of  the  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  as  expressed  by  its  action  at  its  last  session.  It  was  agreed  by  the 
Committee  that  a  goal  of  one  dollar  per  member  for  each  subordinate 
lodge  member,  and  fifty  cents  per  member  for  each  member  of  the  Re- 
bekah,  Encampment,  and  Patriarchs  Militant  branch  of  the  Order  be  set 
as  the  basis  for  the  establishment  of  the  proposed  fund;  and 

Whereas:  The  Committee  on  the  State  of  the  Order  in  its  report  to 
the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  states: 

"It  would  be  folly  to  await  the  conclusion  of  peace  before  giving 
some  thought  to  the  future  post-war  period.  Collapse  of  one  or  both  of 
the  enemy  forces  may  come  sooner  than  expected,  and  it  would  be  most 
unfortunate  not  to  have  a  formulated  effective  program  ready  for  use  which 
can  be  modified  and  changed  in  the  light  of  future  developments.  *  *  * 
When  peace  is  established,  any  of  the  present  anticipations  may  be  par- 
tially or  completely  changed  by  an  unseen  or  unpredicted  turn  of  events. 
There  will  be  reorganizations  and  readjustments  world  wide  and  nation 
wide.  *  *  *  Reemployment,  labor  contingencies,  wages,  social  security, 
living  standards,  yes,  everything  you  can  think  of  will  all  be  of  paramount 
consideration  in  the  post-war  planning  program.  Fraternal  societies  will 
not  be  exempted.  Our  Order  will  have  its  contribution  to  make  on  the 
road  back  to  normalcy.  *  *  *  Unless  we  are  prepared  for  the  adventure 
of  going  forward,  unless  we  have  in  mind  a  mood  and  a  spirit  and  the 
kind  of  character  that  is  competent  to  advance,  we  have  not  caught  the 
significance  of  what  has  happened  in  the  world";  and 

Whereas:  No  thinking  person  will  challenge  the  statement  that  Odd 
Fellowship,  in  the  post-war  period,  will  have  demands  made  upon  it  here- 
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tofore  unprecedented;  that  we  must  be  prepared  to  meet  the  demands 
which  will  be  made  upon  us  is  undeniable;  that  funds  will  be  needed,  and 
that  such  funds  must  be  raised  before  their  use  is  necessary  is  patent; 

Now,  therefore,  I,  D.  D.  Monroe,  Grand  Sire  of  the  Independent 
Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  by  virtue  of  the  authority  in  me  vested  by  the 
laws  of  the  Order  and  in  obedience  of  the  said  mandate  of  the  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge,  and  in  accordance  with  the  Order  of  its  Executive  Commit- 
tee, do  hereby 

PROCLAIM 

The  establishment  of  the  "Odd  Fellows  Emergency  War  Relief  Fund," 
such  fund  to  be  held  by  the  Treasurer  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge, 
and  disbursed  under  the  direction  of  the  Executive  Committee  in  the 
same  manner  of  procedure  as  other  funds  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  are 
now  administered,  and  I  do  further  instruct  the  officers  of  the  various 
Grand  Jurisdiction  to  inaugurate  in  their  respective  organizations  such 
campaigns  for  the  solicitation  of  contributions  to  said  fund  as  may  be 
necessary  to  realize  the  amount  prescribed  by  the  resolution  hereinbefore 
quoted,,  and  direct  that  all  such  contributions  be  remitted  to  the  Grand 
Secretary,  Grand  Scribe,  Assembly  Secretary,  or  Department  Commander, 
as  the  case  may  be,  who  in  turn  will  forward  the  same  to  the  Grand  Secre- 
tary of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  at  the  home  office,  12-20  West  Chase 
Street,  Baltimore  1,  Maryland,  and  I  do  further  authorize  such  special 
programs,  circulars,  solicitations  and  endeavors,  not  inconsistent  with  the 
laws  and  usage  of  the  Order,  as  may  be  necessary,  expedient  and  proper 
for  the  raising  of  said  fund  in  accordance  with  the  wishes  of  the  repre- 
sentatives of  the  several  Grand  Jurisdictions  expressed  in  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  assembled,  as  hereinbefore  stated.

MEMORIAL  DAY  PROCLAMATION 

To  the  Officers  and  Members  of  All  Subordinate  Bodies  of 
the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows: 
Memories  crowd  fast  upon  the  mind  and  the  circling  months  bring  us 
again  to  this  memorable  anniversary.  Memorial  Day  calls  us  to  stand  again 
with  uncovered  heads  beside  the  silent  mounds,  and  above  the  sacred  dust 
of  our  departed. 

These  times,  when  war's  loud  alarms  are  trying  the  souls  of  men  as 
in  a  crucibloof  fire,  there  is  hardly  one  in  our  membership  who  does  not 
have  some  personal  interest  in  the  great  events  upon  which  the  occasion 
it  commemorates  placed  the  seal  of  finality.  For  some  of  us  who  will  ob- 
serve this  Memorial  Day,  that  interest  is  tinged  with  profound  sadness, 
and  yet  it  is  a  proud  sorrow  that  borders  on  the  realms  of  joy.  For  since 
all  must  die,  how  noble  and  beautiful  a  thing  it  is  to  die  for  an  undying 
cause  and  under  the  approving  eye  of  history.  So  fell  those  for  whom  our 
hearts  mourn,  and  history  has  no  fairer  or  more  inspiring  page  than  that 
which  records  the  splendor  of  their  devotion  and  the  completeness  of  their 
sacrifice. 

There  are  many  who  have  gone  from  our  councils  this  past  year; 
many  who  passed  to  a  peaceful  rest  after  a  long  life  devoted  to  service  in 
the  cause  of  Odd  Fellowship;  many  who  have  given  their  all  upon  the 
field  of  battle.  The  memories  we  hold  for  all  of  them  bring  us  to  a  keener 
sense  than  we  ever  felt  before  of  the  proud  privilege  that  is  ours  in  being, 
in  a  sense,  commissioned  to  expound  to  the  world  the  real  meaning  of 
universay  brotherhood.  These  beloved  brothers  died  well  because  they  had 
lived  well.  Their  names  will  long  be  held  in  loving  memory  because  their 
lives  were  spent  in  doing  good.  They  will  be  revered  by  us  beceause  they 
,  have  brought  to  us  in  more  solemn  and  serious  example  the  duty  that 
rests  upon  us,  the  living,  by  reason  of  the  vows  we  have  taken  and  the 
promises  we  have  made,  both  to  God  and  man.  Memorial  Day  calls  us 
not  only  in  reverence  to  the  shrine  of  the  dead,  but  in  enthusiasm  to  the 
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service  of  our  Order.  What  has  been  secured  by  sacrifice  can  be  preserved 
by  inspired  obligation. 

Our  forbears  wisely  determined  that  a  day  should  be  set  aside  by  our 
Order  to  provide  a  time  certain  when  our  entire  membership  may,  at  the 
same  moment  so  to  speak,  turn  for  a  time  from  the  distracting  troubles  and 
trials  of  this  life  and  dwell  in  calm  and  serene  thoughtfulness  of  those  of 
our  brethren  who  have  passed  beyond. 

Therefore,  I,  D.  D.  Monroe,  Grand  Sire,  in  obedience  to  the  General 
Laws  of  the  Order,  do  hereby 

PROCLAIM 

Tuesday,  the  twelfth  day  of  June,  Nineteen  Hundred  Forty-five,  being  the 
second  Tuesday  in  said  month,  the  Memorial  Day  of  the  Independent  Order 
of  Odd  Fellows;  and  I  do  hereby  enjoin  all  subordinate  bodies  of  the  Order 
to  meet  upon  said  day,  or  upon  the  Sunday  preceding  or  following,  and,  by 
appropriate  exercises,  commemorate  the  virtues  of  our  departed  brethren. 
In  further  keeping  with  the  action  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  expressed 
at  its  1902  session,  I  recommend  to  the  members  of  the  Order  the  placing 
of  some  symbol  or  flag  over  the  graves  of  Odd  Fellows  when  decorating 
such  graves  upon  the  memorial  day  set  apart  for  that  purpose. 

Also,  it  has  become  a  proper  and  laudable  custom,  among  Odd  Fel- 
lows, to  make  Annual  Pilgrimages  to  the  Tombs  of  the  Unknown  Soldiers. 
This  custom  should  be  observed  this  year  as  in  previous  years.  For  mem- 
bers in  the  United  States  who  can  avail  themselves  of  the  privilege,  the 
Odd  Fellows  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  with  the  cooperation  of  the  War 
Department,  have  arranged  a  Pilgrimage  to  the  Tomb  of  the  Unknown 
Soldier  in  Arlington  National  Cemetery,  on  Sunday,  May  6th,  1945,  be- 
tween the  hours  of  3:00  and  4:00  o'clock  P.  M. 

Many  thousands  of  the  heroes  of  our  Order  who  have  kept  the  fires 
of  brotherhood  burning  in  our  lodge  rooms  by  their  regular  attendance  at 
our  meetings  and  by  their  sublime  devotion  to  the  ideals  of  mutual  help- 
fulness, have  been  called  to  that  Field  of  Larger  Usefulness.  You  are  urged 
to  reverently  mention  them  in  your  lodges. 

In  the  world  today  we  are  enduring  the  Good  Friday  of  suffering  and 
grief.  They  sleep  beneath  the  shadows  of  the  clouds,  careless  alike  of  sun- 
shine and  of  storm,  each  in  the  windowless  palace  of  rest.  Earth  may  run 
with  other  wars— they  are  at  peace.  They  hover  as  a  cloud  above  our 
Order.  They  will  continue  to  inspire  us  with  nobler  motives  and  more  sin- 
cere determination. 

In  each  ceremony  which  will  take  place  in  pursuance  of  this  Proclama- 
tion, there  is  the  basis  for  renewed  fervor,  revived  loyalty,  and  restored 
confidence  in  our  great  Order.  We  are  the  sharers  of  a  great  glory.  I 
exhort  all  to  again  renew  our  resolution — renew  it  by  the  graves  of  our 
departed  brethren  and  comrades — that  this  Order  owes  an  eternal  debt  to 
all  who  have  gone  before— and  that  this  debt  can  only  be  paid  by  ful- 
filling the  ideal  for  which  they  lived,  fought  and  died — the  ideal  of  Univer- 
sal Brotherhood  which  lies  at  the  foundation  of  Odd  Fellowship.

MANIFESTO 

The  Grand  Sire  urges  that  all  lodges,  of  all  branches  of  the  Order, 
establish  as  their  aims: 

(a)  The  speeding  of  the  Victory  by  the  organization  of  a  Win-the-War 
project  in  every  lodge,  such  project  to  be  established  and  maintained  in 
response  the  needs  of  each  particular  community. 

(b)  The  enlistment  of  every  individual  member  of  the  Order  as  an 
active  participant  in  some  phase  of  the  war  program  in  the  community. 

(c)  The  pledging  of  each  member  of  the  Order  to  exert  his  or  her 
influence  to  insure  a  just  and  lasting  peace. 

(d)  To  emphasize,  in  all  lodge  meetings,  the  promotion  of  inter- 
national understanding  and  good  will  through  the  extension  of  Fraternity, 
such  as  is  now  represented  by  our  membership  in  the  several  nations  m 
which  the  Order  is  functioning. 

(e)  To  provide  community  leadership  to  reduce  juvenile  delinquency 
and  safeguard  the  moral  development  of  youth,  through  the  organization 
of  Young  Odd  Fellows  Clubs,  Theta  Rho  Girls  Clubs,  and  Co-ed  Clubs, 
and  the  assisting  in  the  conduct  of  other  "Teen-town"  and  similar  youth 
recreational  facilities. 

(f)  To  urge  each  member  of  the  Order  to  give  unstintingly  of  them- 
selves in  the  support  of  churches,  public  affairs,  charities,  and  to  work  for 
higher  standards  of  citizenship  in  every  community. 
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(g)  To  impress  upon  each  member  the  fact  that  he  owes  to  himself, 
his  family  and  his  posterity,  an  obligation  to: 

1.  Give  first  consideration  to  the  human  and  spiritual,  rather 
than  to  the  material  values  of  life; 

2.  Encourage  the  daily  living  of  the  Golden  Rule  in  all  his  re- 
lationships with  his  neighbor  and  the  world  at  large; 

•  3.    Promote  the  adoption  of  high  ideals  and  standards  in  his  re- 
lation to  his  job,  his  business,  or  his  profession; 

4.  To  provide,  through  attendance  at  lodge  meetings,  a  prac- 
tical means  of  forming  enduring  friendships,  broadening  acquaintance- 
ship, and  extending  his  influence,  by  aiding  the  extension  of  the  order 
both  in  membership  and  in  prestige. 

5.  To  exhibit,  by  precept  and  example,  that  the  true  Odd  Fel- 
low is  "Grateful  to  his  Creator,"  "Faithful  to  his  Country,"  and 
"Fraternal  to  his  fellowman,"  and  by  so  doing  cooperate  in  creating 
and  maintaining  the  high  idealism  which  makes  possible  the  increase 
of  justice,  patriotism  and  good  will,  the  respective  objectives  of  the 
above  quotations.

EDUCATIONAL  FOUNDATION 

To  the  Officers  and  Members  of  All  Branches  of  the  Independent  Order  of 
Odd  Fellows: 

Freedom  of  thought  and  action  exists  most  abundantly  where  the 
greatest  percentage  of  the  people  are  educated  and  God-fearing.  Liberty  is 
not  won  by  war,  though  war  may  be  necessary  to  clear  the  way  for  the 
development  of  true  liberty.  The  progress  which  humanity  will  make  to- 
ward the  goal  of  complete  happiness  in  the  years  to  come  depends  upon 
our  preparedness  to  meet  the  noblest  demands  of  humanity  at  the  con- 
clusion of  the  present  world  struggle  for  freedom  from  the  tyranny  of  an 
aggressor. 

Odd  Fellowship  has  many  channels  through  which  its  members  may 
prepare  to  share  in  the  restoration  of  life's  greatest  benefits  at  the  close 
of  the  present  conflict.  Not  the  least  of  these  is  the  Educational  Foundation 
created  by  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  at  its  session  held  in  Hot  Springs, 
Arkansas,  September,  1927.  The  principal  purpose  back  of  the  creation 
of  this  instrument  was  the  building  up  of  a  Revolving  Loan  Fund  from 
which  the  sons  and  daughters  of  Odd  Fellows  and  Rebekahs  could  borrow 
to  supplement  their  earnings  in  securing  a  higher  education. 

During  the  intervening  years,  the  members  of  the  fraternity  have  do- 
nated for  this  work  a  total  of  $153,119.44,  from  which  518  young  men 
and  women  have  received  loans  totaling  $182,583.  More  than  one  hun- 
dred twenty-five  of  those  who  have  borrowed  are  known  to  be  fighting  for 
their  respective  countries— the  United  States  and  Canada.   Only  three  of 
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this  number— all  under  obligation  to  the  Foundation  when  they  entered 
service,  are  failing,  or  have  failed,  to  make  regular  payments  on  their  ac- 
counts.' Practically  all  of  them,  both  men  and  women,  are  officers  because 
Odd  Fellowship  made  it  possible  for  them  to  complete  their  education  in 
preparation  for  their  chosen  profession. 

But,  my  brothers  and  sisters,  we  must  not  be  content  with  past  ser- 
vices well  done.  As  a  result  of  our  young  men  and  women  sacrificing 
everything  to  win  the  war  against  the  forces  of  evil,  the  calls  upon  the 
Foundation  have  been  very  limited.  Loans  have  been  repaid  which  has 
resulted  in  building  up  a  respectable  reserve  that  will  enable  us  to  take 
care  of  a  limited  number  of  loans,  but  not  sufficient  to  meet  anticipated  de- 
mands. There  will  come  a  day,  and  we  pray  in  the  not  far  distant  future, 
when  those  in  the  armed  forces  and  war-time  work  will  have  to  return  to 
peace-time  pursuits-  When  that  day  comes  the  demands  on  the  educa- 
tional facilities  of  the  world  will  be  tremendous,  our  Foundation  included, 
and  we  must  be  prepared  for  that  day.  If  the  demand  is  anything  com- 
parable to  that  which  past  experience  indicates  we  have  every  right  to 
expect,  our  present  reserve  will  be  absorbed  in  a  few  short  months  and 
Odd  Fellowship  will  be  faced  with  the  necessity  of  saying  "No"  to  many 
fine  and  deserving  young  people.  God  forbid  that  we  should  be  found  in 
such  a  situation. 

That  this  may  not  happen,  you  are  requested  to  set  aside  the  month 
of  February,  1945,  to  give  attention  to  the  need  of  building  up  a  substantial 
reserve  for  this  work.  Set  a  definite  goal  to  be  reached,  as  far  as  contribu- 
tions are  concerned.  There  is  not  a  member  of  the  fraternity  who  could 
not  and  would  not  give  ten  cents,  or  even  twenty-five  cents,  to  this  worthy 
work,  if  properly  approached,  and  that  without  in  any  way  lessening  the 
financial  support  given  the  other  lines  of  endeavor  which  we  are  called  on 
to  support  today. 

All  contributions  to  the  Educational  Fund  should  be  sent  direct  to 
the  Grand  Secretary  of  the  Grand  Body  in  each  jurisdiction.  These  Secre- 
taries will,  in  turn,  send  them  to  the  Executive  Secretary  of  the  Founda- 
tion. This  method  gives  each  Grand  Body  in  each  jurisdiction  a  complete 
record  and  reduces  the  amount  of  clerical  work  to  keep  the  records  of  the 
Foundation. 

The  work  of  the  Foundation  is  in  charge  of  a  Board  of  Nine  Trustees, 
directly  responsible  to  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  for  the  administration 
of  the  Foundation.  The  Honorable  Joseph  Powley,  Past  Grand  Sire, 
Toronto,  Ontario,  Canada,  is  chairman  of  the  board.  The  executive  office  of 
the  Foundation  is  located  in  Suite  412,  Volkmann  Building,  258  East  Court 
Street,  Kankakee,  Illinois,  and  is  in  charge  of  Flora  E.  Sheets,  Executive 
Secretary,  hired  by  the  Board  and  working  under  the  direction  of  the 
Board. 

Education  in  all  its  phases  is  a  part  of  the  work  of  Odd  Fellowship. 
In  this  particular  field  we  have  assumed  a  direct  responsibility  and  so  it  is 
a  duty  to  give  this  communication  your  most  serious  consideration. 
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Our  service  men  and  women  went  out  to  fight  this  war  to  defend  our 
conceptions  of  liberty  and  our  way  of  life.  They  went  in  faith.  They  ex- 
pect us  to  protect  these  standards  and  better  them  while  they  are  gone. 
We  must  not  fail  them.

REPORT  OF  THE  GENERAL  MILITARY  COUNCIL  SESSION 
IN  TORONTO,  CANADA 

To  the  Officers  and  Chevaliers  of  the  Department  of  Maine: 

After  a  stormy  morning  for  a  start  the  sun  finally  came  out  in  the 

afternoon  and  the  last  part  of  the  trip  to  Toronto,  Canada,  to  attend  the 

sessions  of  the  Military  Council  and  the  International  Association  of  Ladies' 

Auxiliaries  was  more  pleasant. 

Accompanied  by  Col.  Ralph  E.  Gilman  and  Lady  Gilman  and  Lady 

Page. 

On  Saturday  evening,  September  16th,  the  Patriarch  Militant  Degree 
was  conferred  on  a  class  of  candidates  in  a  very  credible  manner  by  Canton 
Oshawa  No.  11  of  Oshawa,  Ont.  This  Canton  has  been  organized  only  a 
year,  which  shows  what  can  be  accomplished  if  an  organized  effort  is  made. 

On  Sunday  evening  the  delegates  to  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  es- 
corted by  the  P.  M.  Army,  attended  divine  worship  in  the  Metropolitan 
United  Church,  and  listened  to  a  very  fine  sermon  by  the  Very  Reverend 
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Peter  Bryce,  D.  D.,  L.  L.  D.,  and  an  address  by  the  Grand  Sire,  J.  Paul 
Kuhn,  and  very  fine  music  of  the  organist,  the  choir  and  the  Metropolitan 
Band. 

On  Monday  morning  the  first  session  of  the  Military  Council  was 
called  to  order  by  the  President,  Gen.  Cunningham,  at  8  a.  m.  in  the  din- 
ing room  of  the  Royal  York  Hotel.  There  was  a  good  attendance  present 
at  all  of  the  meetings. 

After  the  committee  appointments  were  approved,  we  listened  to  the 
reports  of  the  different  officers,  which  were  encouraging,  and  the  resolu- 
tions which  were  sent  in  by  the  different  Department  Councils  and  were 
referred  to  the  various  committees  for  consideration. 

The  Gen.  Commanding  reported  that  most  of  the  Departments  have 
made  a  substantial  gain  and  that  new  Cantons  had  been  organized  in  some, 
including  Maine. 

The  Inspector  General  reported  that  most  of  the  Departments  showed 
a  gain  in  efficiency,  both  the  Cantons  and  the  Auxiliaries. 

A  new  jewel,  to  be  known  as  the  P.  M.  Service  Medal,  was  presented 
and  allowed,  showing  the  number  of  years  a  Chevalier  has  worn  the  P.  M. 
Badge,  having  a  bar  on  which  is  inscribed  the  number  of  years,  in  series  of 
five  years.  One  is  worn  by  Major  Howard  Severance  T  of  Canton  Island 

Clty  Of  interest  to  all  Chevaliers  and  Ladies  is  the  fact  that  the  officers  of 
the  International  and  Department  Associations  are  to  receive  the  Honors 
of  the  Order  at  Rebekah  meetings. 

A  very  fine  banquet,  known  as  the  Grand  Sires  Banquet,  was  served 
to  nearly  eight  hundred,  followed  by  an  entertainment  which  included  a 
fine  talk  by  the  Grand  Sire,  J.  Paul  Kuhn.  Several  vocal  selections  were 
rendered  by  Eric  Tread  well. 

The  Grand  Decoration  of  Chivalry  was  conferred  upon  a  class  of  offi- 
cers in  a  very  fine  manner  by  the  Gen.  Commanding,  W.  Clifton  Cunning- 
ham, and  Staff.  This  was  followed  by  a  Military  Ball. 

Exhibition  drills  were  presented  by  four  Auxiliaries  from  the  Depart- 
ments of  Ohio  and  Michigan,  which  were  very  fine  and  received  a  lot  of 
favorable  comment  from  the  audience.

REPORT  OF  DEPARTMENT  INSPECTOR 

Portland,  Maine,  June  2,  1945. 
To  the  Department  Council  of  Maine,  P.  M.,  I.  O.  O.  F.: 

As  your  Department  Inspector  I  would  like  to  make  the  following 
report. 

All  Cantons  were  inspected  with  the  exception  of  Dearborn  No.  5, 
Halifax  No.  24,  and  Vinalhaven  No.  25. 

Inspections  on  the  whole  were  very  good,  but  as  many  of  the  Can- 
tons did  not  work  the  degree  it  tore  down  the  percentage  of  the  Cantons 
on  their  average  as  may  be  seen  in  their  Report  of  Inspection. 

Attendance  at  Inspections  was  good,  especially  at  Cantons  with  degree 
work. 

I  find  that  many  of  the  Cantons  omitted  many  of  their  meeting 
nights.  I  wish  this  could  be  avoided,  as  I  think  the  Officers  need  the  help 
and  it  also  shows  the  Canton  is  showing  interest  in  their  work. 

Not  many  Cantons  held  special  meetings. 

Very  few  public  dress  parades.  I  would  like  to  see  more  of  these,  as 
I  think  it  creates  interest  and  also  advertises  our  Order. 

I  notice  many  of  the  Cantons  did  not  observe  Wildey's  Birthday,  the 
Anniversary  of  the  Order,  or  Memorial  Day.  I  think  the  Cantons  should 
either  do  this  themselves  or  work  with  the  other  branches  of  the  Order  in 
doing  it. 
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The  condition  of  the  books  was  very  good,  showing  hard  work  by 
the  various  Clerks. 

As  near  as  I  can  determine  by  my  reports  at  present  there  are  about 
56  new  uniforms  in  the  state. 

Of  the  15  Cantons  in  the  state  four  did  not  work  the  degree,  three 
did  not  have  any  report  at  all,  and  one  had  a  Clerk's  report  but  no  meet- 
ing was  held. 

The  percentage  for  the  year  1944  was  50.5  against  41.6  for  the  year 
1943,  showing  an  increase  of  about  nine  percent.

Dear  Colonel  Scribner: 

I  herewith  make  my  annual  report  of  my  activities  and  the  condition 
of  the  Cantons  in  the  Battalion. 

Due  to  poor  health  I  was  unable  to  do  any  work  with  the  Cantons 
until  this  spring.  Since  getting  better  I  have  appointed  my  staff  and  they 
have  been  commissioned  as  follows:  Adjutant,  Maj.

Neal.  These  Chevaliers  were  rewarded  by  the  "General  Commanding 
Award." 

On  October  23  Sebago  Auxiliary  was  mustered  into  service  with  six- 
teen charter  members,  three  by  card  and  thirteen  recruits.

REPORT  OF  THE  ASSOCIATION  INSPECTOR 

Bar  Harbor,  Maine,  June  2,  1945. 
To  Lady  Bessie  Bowers,  Association  President, 

Maine  Association  of  Ladies'  Auxiliaries,  P.  M.,  I.  O.  O.  F.: 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  submit  to  you  and  through  you  to  the  officers 
and  members  of  the  Association  the  following  report  of  my  activities  as 
Association  Inspector  for  the  current  year. 

I  have  inspected  all  Auxiliaries  in  Maine,  with  the  exception  of  Sebago 
No.  7,  which  was  instituted  this  year;  Molineaux  No.  2,  which  is  my  own 
Auxiliary,  and  Alfred  S.  Kimball  No.  21.  With  this  latter  Auxiliary,  how- 
ever, I  was  fortunate  enough  to  spend  a  delightful  and  worthwhile  eve- 
ning when  I  accompanied  our  President  on  her  official  visit  May  14th.

OF  LADIES'  AUXILIARIES 

Bar  Harbor,  June  2,  1945. 
To  Lady  Bessie  L.  Bowers,  President  of  the  Maine  Association  of  Ladies' 
Auxiliaries,  Patriarchs  Militant,  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows, 
Officers  and  Members: 
Again  it  is  my  happy  privilege  and  pleasure  to  submit  this  report  as 
your  representative  to  the  seventh  session  of  the  International  Association 
of  Ladies'  Auxiliaries.  It  was  a  great  pleasure  to  me  to  have  Lady  Ethel  J. 
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Gilman  accompany  me  on  the  trip  and  attend  the  sessions  and  also  that  our 
President,  Lady  Bessie  L.  Bowers,  was  present. 

The  Sunday  evening  service  was  held  in  the  beautiful  Metropolitan 
United  Church  with  a  capacity  crowd,  and  all  were  inspired  by  the  very 
fine  sermon  by  the  Very  Rev.  Peter  Bryce,  D.  D.,  LL.  D.,  and  the  address 
of  Grand  Sire  J.  Paul  Kuhn.  Everyone  present  enjoyed  the  fine  music  of  the 
organist,  the  choir  and  the  Metropolitan  Silver  Band. 

Monday  morning  at  9  o'clock  the  Concert  Hall  of  the  Royal  York 
Hotel  was  filled  to  capacity  for  the  opening  exercises,  with  N.  J.  M.  Lock- 
hart,  P.  G.  M.,  P.  R.  R.,  Grand  Treasurer  and  member  of  the  House  of 
Commons  of  Canada,  presiding.

At  the  afternoon  session  committee  appointments  were  made  and  re- 
ports of  the  President,  Vice  President,  Secretary  and  Treasurer  were  read. 
In  the  President's  report  she  said  it  was  her  sincere  wish  to  overcome  the 
lateness  of  the  inspection  and  review  reports  being  filed  with  the  proper 
officer.  She  asked  each  representative  in  attendance  at  that  session  to  re- 
port back  to  our  Department  Associations  of  this  delinquency  and  another 
year  use  every  effort  to  see  that  our  Department  Association  is  not  one  to 
be  tabulated  among  those  who  are  delinquent.
